If we publishers could 
bo assured that 600 public libraries 
vrotild buy them, it would bo possible for 
us to publish many books -which are novr 
refubed, but which -would be in demand 
by a scholarly reading public, now not 
able to buy them. Oat of 4,000 libraries 
in this country only about 700 have a 
buying income, nnd of these perhaps 100 
can take theso books which the scholars, 
•who would nso them with great benefit, 
c:ui take. Here iu New England you 
are doing your full share in this direc- 
tion of catering to the most scholarly 
taste of readers, but many of you lack 
funds, and what we need all over this 
country is a better understanding of this 
need aud library endowments which 


make it possible for us to publish 


thsse works that wonld bo of benefit to 
libraries and to the very best class of 
readers. —Mr. G, H. Putnam to Massa- 
chusetts Library Club. 


Weight nnd Quality Unimpaired. 


A man at one of tho hotels the other 


night told an interesting story of how 
tho freighters iu the far west used to 
supply themselves with whisky. 
He 


said that some years ago, when nil 
freight on the frontiers was hauled in 
wagons, ho happened to make n trip of 
several hundred miles with a train of 
wagous carrying merchandise to rcmoto 
stations. Nearly every wagon contained 
oao or more barrels of whisky. 


"Tho first night out I noticed," said 


ho, "great activity around the whisky 
barrels. The wagons each had a hatchet 
and a gimlet. 
They would knock up a 


hoop, bora a hole, draw all tho whisky 
they wanted, then put about as much 
line gravel in the barrel as they had 
drawn out whisky, drive a ping in (he 
hole, and put tho hoop hack iu place. 


"I learned afterward that the barrels 


wero weighed aud tho whisky tested be- 
fore it was turned over to the freighters, 
aud that when it arrived at its destina- 
tion it was again weighed and tested. 
The gravel supplied tho weight aud 
bulk and the quality remained the same, 
and this was why it was used instead of 
water to supply the place of what had 
been taken out."—Louisville Courier-

It was most remarkable to see what a
